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GEORGE B. UTLEY 





George B. Utley entered the library field, 
immediately after his graduation from Brown 
University in 1899, as assistant librarian 
of the Watkinson Library, Hartford, Conn., 
his native city. Two years later this true- 
blue New Englander and staunch Baptist 
went to Baltimore, Md., as librarian of the 
Diocesan Library (Protestant Episcopal) 
and became sufficiently interested in the 
annals of the Anglican church in America to 


- write a biography of the Rt. Rev. Thomas 


J. Claggett, the first bishop of that com- 
munion to be consecrated on American soil, 
which was published in 1912. In 1905, after 
four years in Baltimore, he journeyed still 
farther south to accept the librarianship of 
the public library of Jacksonville, Fla., 
where he made the most of the opportunity 
of equipping and furnishing a new building 
just completed, and of reorganizing and 


developing the book collection for modern 
library service. From Jacksonville he came 
to Chicago in the fall of 1911 as the second 
secretary of the A. L. A., since that position 
had been placed on a full-time salaried basis 
in 1909. In those days the A. L. A. office, 
with a staff of three, occupied a single room 
in the Chicago Public Library building, 
which the Library Board had offered to the 
Association — just twenty-five years ago — 
thereby establishing the headquarters in 
Chicago where they have since remained, 
though now in another location. In those 
days, likewise, the secretarial duties con- 
sisted mainly of the collection of dues, prep- 
arations for the annual conference, and, 
more importantly, of the editorship of the 
numerous publications issued under the 
general direction of the A. L. A. Publishing 
Board. A new A. L. A. catalog was com- 
pleted and brought out, and the new sec- 
retary devoted much of his time to the two- 
fold task of expanding the list of publications 
and promoting their sale, and of increasing 
the membership, and was successful in both 
undertakings, the receipts from sales of pub- 
lications as well as the roster of members 
being more than doubled during his in- 
cumbency. But with the entry of America 
into the World War and the mobilization of 
Library War Work, these placid though 
absorbing duties were suddenly and effect- 
ively thrust into the background. The 
A.L. A. office became the center of the whole 
movement and the secretary found himself 
confronted with the enormous responsibili- 
ties involved in directing the nation-wide 
campaign for Books for Soldiers and in 
organizing the machinery for their effective 
collection and distribution. As executive 
secretary of the Library War Service, of 
which Dr. Herbert Putnam was director, 
Mr. Utley spent most of the winter of 
1917-18 in shuttling back and forth between 
Chicago and Washington, and in disposing 
of the problems and correspondence piling 
up on his desk at either end, and much of the 
notable success of that thrilling enterprise is 
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fairly ascribable to the capacity for organi- 
zation and administration as well as for hard 
and constant labor displayed by the execu- 
tive secretary. 

In 1920 the librarianship of the Newberry 
Library of Chicago fell vacant and when the 
trustees of this famous and scholarly institu- 
tion, after a careful survey of possible candi- 
dates, offered the appointment to George 
B. Utley, the Chicago librarians unani- 
mously approved, and rejoiced that at last 
one of their own colleagues had been found 
fit to occupy that distinguished post. As 
librarian of the Newberry Library, Mr. 
Utley has charge of the finest research collec- 
tion in the humanities ever brought together 
in this country and serves a constituency, 
small in number, but comprising the scholars 
of two continents. Shortly before his ap- 
pointment the Library received a bequest 
of $200,000 — known as the John M. Wing 
Foundation — designed by the donor, an old 
Chicago printer and publisher, to establish 
a library of printing and the allied arts. 
Under this foundation the librarian of the 
Newberry has for the past fourteen years 
been engaged in assembling an unexampled 
sequence of incunabula to illustrate the rise 
and history of typography. Other special 
subjects of scholarly importance are in 
process of like development to add to the 
resources and enhance the fame of the New- 
berry Library as one of the greatest of our 
reference libraries. To that task George B. 
Utley is now devoting himself with eminent 
success, and therein he is building up a 
reputation as an able administrator and as a 
scholar among librarians. 

Mr. Utley was President of the A. L. A. 
in 1922-23 and has been President of the 
Illinois Library Association and of the Chi- 
cago Library Club. In Chicago he is a 
leader in social and literary circles. In 1922 
he was awarded the rank of Chevalier of the 
Order of the Crown of Italy in recognition 
of his services to Italian literature in the 
form of a notable Dante exhibition at the 
Newberry Library. The degree of M.A. 
was conferred upon him honoris causa in 1923 
by Brown University, his alma mater. Be- 
sides the Life and times of Bishop Claggett 
and numerous magazine articles and pro- 
fessional papers, he has written an excellent 
and concise history of the A. L. A. which was 
published under its imprint for the anniver- 
sary celebration in 1926 with the title: Fifty 
years of the American Library Association.

Christian Endeavor World stopped with May, 1934, 
being merged in Christian Herald, but there will be 
published by Christian Herald an added periodical 
called Christian Endeavor World Quarterly, first issue 
was in June, 1934. 

For a time it will be some task to keep all these 
Christians in order, but soon all will be smooth sailing 
again. You see old subscribers to Christian Endeavor 
World will receive either (2) a number of Christian 
Herald for each month due, or an extension if they 
subscribed to both. Or (b) a subscriber may choose a 
“combination subscription” to the Christian Herald 
and Christian Endeavor World Quarterly. Thus a sub- 
scriber to Christian Endeavor World for 1934 who 
chooses the “‘combination” will get Christian Herald, 
June, July, August, and September, and Christian 
Endeavor World Quarterly for June and October, 1934, 
and will then begin his renewal by paying $2.15 for 
one year of each, or $2.00 for Christian Herald alone. 
We always knew this was a world of endeavor for all 
Christians. 

Journal of the Osaka University of Commerce, Osaka, 
Japan, has begun its publication with September, 
1933 (No. 1). 

Half of the articles are in English, the rest in Ger- 
man. Per number, yen $1.50. 

Philosophy of Science, quarterly, vol. 1, no. 1, 
January, 1934. This newcomer in the growing 
Williams and Wilkins family is published for the 
Philosophy of Science Association, under the editorial 
direction of William M. Malisoff. 

Review of Gastroenterology is a newcomer, March, 
1934, being no. 1. It will be quarterly $2.00 a year, 
and is the official organ of the Society for the Ad- 
vancement of Gastroenterology. 

Social Science Abstracts. Some journals, although 
dead, continue to issue numbers. Social Science 
Abstracts, much to everyone’s sorrow, was obliged 
to discontinue with vol. 4. But now there has come a 
posthumous issue vol. 5, no. 1. It’s the general index 
of the four-volume set, and to a former subscriber it 
was sold for 10 cents. It consisted of about 700 pages. 
Non-subscribers had to pay $3.00. 

Writer, Boston, published since 1887, has changed 
management and enlarged its page size slightly 
(February, 1934, was 10 x 7144, March is 105% x 734). 

Alas! the change was made in the middle of a 
volume, but we think January and February, 1934, 

of vol. 46 will readily bind up with the larger issues. 
Aside from this change in size we have only com- 
mendation for the new Writer, and believe libraries 
will find it worthy of a place on their reading tables. 


Subscription Extensions and Changes 


American Scandinavian Review with December, 
1933, became quarterly and subscriptions paid to 
August or September, 1934, will receive December, 
1934, or if paid through 1934, will get extension to 
June, 1935. 

Arts and Decoration. Price reduced to $3.00 with 
November, 1933, and all subscriptions extended one 
number for each month due. 
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Business Journalist, monthly, suspended with May, 
1933, and resumed as quarterly with January, 1934. 

Chemist combined March and April, 1934, sub- 
scriptions to be extended one month. 

Christian Education to combine April and June as 
the Handbook of Christian Education for 1934, all 
subscribers to receive it in place of the regular April 
and June issues. 

Creative Art omitted October, November, December, 
1933, and merged in American Magazine of Art in 
January, 1934, which allowed an extension of three 
months for each two months of Creative Art paid for 
and not received. December, 1933, expirations got 
four numbers of American Magazine of Art. 

Commercial Car Journal reduced its price and on 
all subscriptions paid through December, 1933, gave 
an extension to May, 1934. 

Engineers Society of Western Pennsylvania Proceed- 
ings completed vol. 48 in eight numbers, and sus- 
pended after vol. 49, no. 1, January, 1933. Will 
later make adjustments if resumption is impossible. 

Electrical Record died with December, 1932, but 
many subscribers were not supplied with December, 
1932, now out of print. Electrical Contracting took 
over the mailing list in May, 1933, giving, for example, 
eight months (May to December, 1933) to all whose 
Electrical Record subscriptions were paid through 
August, 1933. 

Fuels and Furnaces temporarily suspended with vol. 
12, no. 1, January-February, 1934, issue to resume in 
September, 1934, on a monthly basis instead of bi- 
monthly, all subscriptions paid through 1934 to be 
extended through March, 1935, issue. 

Grail reduced its price but owing to financial condi- 
tions did not extend subscriptions. 

Heat Treating and Forging suspended February to 
August, 1933, and extended all subscriptions seven 
months. 

House Beautiful merged in Home and Field, which 
changed its name to House Beautiful combined with 
Home and Field, and extended subscriptions, month 
for month if both were taken at time of merger, 
January, 1934. p 

Intercollegian combined with Far Horizons with vol. 
51, no. 8. Last issue of Far Horizons was vol. 14, 
no. 3. Subscribers to Far Horizons to receive copy 
for copy of the combined publication for copies due 
on the unfilled portion of their subscriptions. 

Illustrated Canadian Forests skipped March, 1933, 
and extended subscriptions one month. April, 1933, 
is vol. 29, no. 3, though called vol. 29, no. 4 on cover. 

Illustrated Milliner skipped May, June, July, 
August, September, 1933, and all subscriptions 
extended five issues. Also skipped March, 1934, and 
gave one month extension. 

Journal of Parasitology, beginning with vol. 21, 
1935, price increased to $4.00 per volume. This 
volume to contain six numbers, the first number to be 
issued in February, 1935. 

Mid-Pacific Magazine combined April, May, and 
June, 1934, in special number, subscriptions to be 
extended. 

Millinery Trade Review in order to get back to old 
publication date skipped March issue, subscriptions 
extended one month. 

Mississippi Historical Society cannot issue a volume 
of its publications for 1934. They are, however, offer- 
ing subscribers paid for 1934 two volumes of past 
= which may be selected from list of pub- 

ications, 
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Mouth Health Quarterly skipped April, 1933, and 
extended all subscriptions one issue. 

Musical Courier is being published once a month 
during months of June, July, and August, but are 
not extending subscriptions unless requested to do so. 
When requested ten weeks extension is granted. 

Musician skipped October, 1933, and extended all 
subscriptions one month. 

Open Road for Boys with October, 1933, gave two 
years for old price of one, and extended all subscrip- 
tions two numbers for each number paid for beyond 
September, 1933. December, 1933 expirations were 
thus extended to March, 1934. 

Overland Monthly skipped February, 1933, and 
made a double number of June-July, extending sub- 
scriptions two months. 

Pacific Motor Boat reduced price in November but 
gave no extension on subscriptions that were in force.

December, 
1933, expirations extended to June, 1934. 

Writers Monthly skipped June and September, 1933, 
and extended subscriptions two months.

GILMER, GERTRUDE C. Checklist of Southern 
periodicals, 1764-1861. 

This is a checklist of the periodical output of the 
South up to 1861, and there are listed 735 titles. The 
place of publication, and dates covered, are given 
in this alphabetical arrangement, as well as the 
periodicity. There is a table by States and a chrono- 
logical list. Miss Gilmer has here brought together 
in one easily consulted book the many and varied 
periodical publications of our South — a surprisingly 
large output, and many of National if not world- 
wide fame. Often quoted or mentioned in our coun- 
try’s literature these serials are now covered by a full 
bibliography.

HEFLING, HELEN, AND DYDE, JESSIE W., compilers. 
Index to contemporary biography and criticism, 
second edition, brought down to date and much new 
material added.

Over 
twice the size of the original 1929 edition, and giving 
especial attention to material on the more recent 
notables, so hard to locate and so constantly required 
in all reference departments. One of the notable refer- 
ence tools of the year.

HILL, FRANK P., compiler. American plays printed 
1714-1830. A bibliographical record. 

Dr. Hill, so well known to all librarians of the 
country for his notable work as a librarian-executive, 
has added to his fame by bringing out this bibliog- 
raphy of our early drama. He lists 405 separate titles 
in the period 1714 to 1830. These are the work of only 
American-born authors, or foreigners who wrote 
while in this country. 

The book consists of three parts, — author, title, 
and chronological list. In the author list are inter- 
esting annotations of each play and a key showing in 
which of ten important libraries copies of the plays 
may be found.

JoHNSON, A. F. Type designs: their history and 
development. 

The study of typography from the point of view of 
type design, from the invention of the art to the nine- 
teenth century, is the subject of this volume by Mr. 
Johnson of the British Museum. He deals with type 
under the headings of Gothic, Roman, Italic, Scripts, 
Early advertising types. He has given us a connected 
story of the history of type design. There are many 
cuts giving specimens of typography to illustrate the 
text.

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KUHLMAN, A. F., editor. Public documents, State, 
Municipal, Federal, Foreign. Policies and problems 
covering issuance, distribution, and use. 

Papers presented at the 1933 conference of the 
American Library Association. This volume is full of 
practical suggestions regarding a field of publication 
prolific, but hitherto hardly understood, and certainly 
never definitely worked over from any inclusive point 
of view. The chapters cover: — State document 
center plan, American state and municipal, and 
United States documents. At the end are three papers 
on “Some unsolved bibliographical problems” which 
cover Foreign government document bibliography, 
especially pertaining to France; the problem of in- 
ternational documents; Mexican documents.

LIBRARY LITERATURE, 1921-1932, a supplement to 
Cannons’ Bibliography of library economy, 1876- 
1920. Compiled by Junior members Round Table 
of the A. L. A. Edited by Lucile M. Morsch. 

It is good to have such a volume as this available 
in the rapidly expanding field of library work. We are 
much pleased at the decision to depart from Cannons’ 
arrangement and make this “supplement” of 430 
double column pages an author-subject alphabet — 
the so-called dictionary arrangement. 

The forty collaborators have done a prodigious 
work, and the book as edited by Lucile M. Morsch is 
a most valuable reference tool. The American Library 
Association deserves much credit for financing the 
undertaking, and we feel sure that in time the ex- 
penditure will be returned in sales.

LYLE Guy R. Classified list of periodicals for the 
college library. 

This is an annotated list of 375 periodicals, largely 
American, arranged by subject. It has been carefully 
compiled and the holdings of many libraries have been 
checked. It thus forms the best up-to-date list of 
worthwhile periodicals in the various fields, and not 
only college librarians, but the heads of public li- 
braries will use it in choosing their holdings, in these 
days where reduced budgets make the selection of 
magazines a difficult task. 

What ‘“‘ Walter” is to the small library, ‘‘Lyle’’ will 
be to the college and medium-size public library. An 
appendix gives the ranking journals in chemistry, 
civil engineering, electrical engineering, geology, and 
mathematics.

This bibliography was prepared because of what was believed to be a very definite need. When bio- 
graphical material concerning James Truslow Adams was desired and when some idea of the merit and number 
of his works as a whole was wanted, adequate material could not be found. In the hope that this annotated 
bibliography will give some help in showing the scope of his work, its style, and its content, this information 
has been compiled. 

The arrangement is chronological under the different types of the author’s work. When two works occur 
The entries have been made in regular catalog 
form. The price has been included in all but the English editions of his books, and his pamphlets. 7 

All the material has been personally examined with the exception of the group of pamphlets, the magazine 
articles, and the first work on the list, Memorials of Old Bridgehampton. When examination was impossible, 
Library of Congress cards have been relied upon for the information given. Letters to the publishers of Mr. 
Adams’ works have proved very satisfactory in straightening out important details. The magazine articles 
have not been annotated in the belief that the titles explain sufficiently their content. Since the Book Review 
Digest covers the field of reviews of Mr. Adams’ books, repetition of specific references to groups of reviews 
seemed unnecessary. 

Mention should be made of one piece of writing of Mr. Adams’ not listed in this bibliography. In 1896 
Mr. Adams wrote the libretto for a fairy operetta entitled, ‘‘The Culprit’s Quest.” This work was produced 
in Brooklyn, but does not seem to have found its way into print.
